‘We have republished this statement because it seems to bear 
some analogy to, while it also widely differs from, the estimate 
of the revenue and expenditure of Japan published in an article 
in the September number of Blackwood. This article, the au- 
thorship of which was a matter of some little ulation both 
here and at home, and which betrayed a lamentable ignorance of 
the first principles of political economy, ap ominously near 
the time at which Gen. Williams was casting about in much per- 
plexity for the money he was instructed to borrow for the Govern- 
ment, and which was ultimately obtained through the instrumen- 
tality of the Oriental Bank. The same clear vision which turned to 
America fora loan,in all probability inspired thearticlein Blackwood 
with the ridiculous matter on which we commented at the time of 
its appearance. And it may not be out of place here to say that 
rumours of excellent foundation connect a piece of almost un- 
heard of and most np pagel blundering with certain negotiations 
made previously to the issue of the loan by the Oriental Bank.

We have never been able to understand the whole of this con- 
summately ridiculous expedition, though we earnestly hope that 
on the return of the Commissioners the Government will extort 
a strict account of it and the money it indirectly cost.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The Peking Gazette of the 2nd March contains a memorial 
from the Governor of Shantung, reporting the arrest of the 
murderer of pean Yr dye tone. whose. name is familiar to foreigners 
as commander of the Imperial Army during the campaign of 
1860, and as having taken prisoners Sir go Sage and his 
companions in September of that year. The Prince fell while 
on a campaign against the Nienfei in Shantung, in the spring of 
1865, and his body was taken to Peking with great pomp duri 
that year. Various rumours were current as to the manner 
his death ; the first report (in the WV. C. Herald of June 3rd, 
1865) was that he had been killed in an en ment ; but it was 
subsequently ascertained beyond doubt that he was assassinated 
—though why, or by whom, has never been clearly shown. It 
was believed, however, that some of his own soldiers were the 
culprits ; and the statement in the Gazette therefore about this 

y capture of his murderer in the person of a rebel named 
Chang Line yuk is questionable. However, the captor is to be 
romoted, and Chang Ling-yun is to be cut to pieces and his 
eart offered at Seng-ko-lin-sin’s ancestral in order to 
“display the justice of the laws of the Empire, and rejoice the 
hearts of the people.” 

The Viceroy left Tientsin for Peking on the 18th March, to 
have audiences of the Emperor, and to see Prince Kung and the 
other Ministers of State ; and the Peking Gazette states that he 
has had an audience of the Emperor. Beyond stating this fact 
nothing more is mentioned. The Emperor will leave Peking for 
the Eastern Imperial Tombs on the Ist April, and as Li H 
chang is the chief territorial authority of the gb pai of Chihli 
he will start some few days previously, to see that everything is in 
order for the reception of his Majesty, en route and at the Tombs. 
The Foreign Ministers still remain in the dark as to the result 
of their request to have audiences of the Emperor, and it is pro- 


rds, | bable that the question will only be answered after he has 


hha at the tombs of his ancestors. It would appear that the 
inisters do not expect any aid from Li Hung-c in solving 
the question. But we trust Prince Kung will view their request 
favourably. The Manchu officials cannot but see that friendly 
relations with foreign Governments must tend to strengthen 
their dynasty, and the reverse must tend to weaken its power in 
China. During the Taeping rebellion, the foreign Governments 
were the real power which suppressed the rebelg,; had they acted 
neutrally there would have been a Taeping Pow.!™ this moment 
in the South of China. The Manchu officials wilt be enemies to 
se dynasty, if they oppose the grant of audiences by their 
mperor. 
e Grand Duke Alexis visited Nanking on the 20th 
and went over the city, visiting the arsenal and other places of 
interest. The Chinese authorities would have been glad toshow 
his Imperial Highness some attention, but at his special request, 
every kind of demonstration was abstained from. The people 
of Nanking are generally more courteous towards foreigners than 
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‘S se of almost any other place in China, but they were especially 
polite towards the Prince and his suite. It must have been very 

ifying to the Viceroy to think that the measures he had 
ree to secure the comfort and freedom of the Prince were 80 
succesaful, 





SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 4th 
April ; the French mail from London Feb, 14 arrived out on 
the 2nd April. The following items of news are from the 
North China Herald :— 


The Grand Duke Alexis has honoured Hankow with a visit 
in common with other China ports. He arrived on the 24th 
March in the steamer AKwangtung. His arrival soon became 
known among the Chinese, and hundreds of them were on the 
Bund from morning to night, to see the Russian 7aztse. One of 
the Russian mange cppone which the Awangtung had an- 
chored—was very prettily illuminated last night, with Chinese 
lanterns of various colours. A few lanterns of a similar character 
was also observed on the Bund of Teh-Hsing Hong. The Grand 
Duke dined that night at the Russian Consulate, and was enter- 
tained by his countrymen on the following day, at tiffin, 
in the Club; other nationals, also forming part of the com- 

y. His Imperial Highness left on the 25th of March on 
the Kwuntung, which was expected here on the 29th, 
but unfortunately ie ashore some thirty miles above Chinkeang. 
In consequence of her non-arrival a torchlight procession of the 
fire brigade, which was arranged to take place, was postponed by 
the chief engineer. The Mih-ho-loongs, however, having mus- 
tered in strong force, were determined not to break up for nothing, 
and accordingly led the van in a march along the bund, followed 
by the Victoria and Deluge steam fire-engines. The steamer ar- 
rived on the 30th, and the adjourned parade comes off to-night 
Oe April), in order to give the department, as well as the resi- 
ents of Shanghai, an opportunity of exhibiting a welcome to 
their distinguished guest. The Grand Duke will proceed to 
Nagasaki on the 7th April, in the Russian man-of-war Bogatyr. 
e mentioned last week the purchase by the Canton and 
Macao Steam Navigation Company of the new steamer Daybreak. 
The steamer’s name was subsequently changed to Pung-Ching, 
and she started for Tientsin, with a full cargo of rice. On ap- 
proaching the sharp bend at Pootung Point, orders were given 
to put the helm hard-a-port, but while the helmsman was in the 
act of doing so, the wheel-chains got jammed in the wheel-house, 
and the ship was at the mercy of the wind and tide, both of 
which pressed strongly on her starboard beam. The police hulk 
was in imminent danger of being run down, but Captain Gibbon, 
seeing that the vessel must inevitably run ashore, managed, by 
means of working the engines ahead and astern as required, to 
bring her safely past the hulk, when he let go the anchor, and 
she drove in towards Howard’s wharf, where she took the ground. 
Orders were immediately given to lighten the ship by discharging 
as much cargo as possible, and a tug-boat was engaged to run out 
the necessary anchors and chains. She was floated off about two 
o’clock next morning, after discharging about 150 tong of rice, 
which she re-embarked, and proceeded on her voyage. 

The Feiyuen, a small screw-steamer which has been built on 
the Hongkew side of the Soochow Creek, and is intended for 
the passenger trade on the Peiho river between Taku and 
Tientsin, calling at the various stations between those two places 
has been launched. She was designed ny Mr. J. P. Croal, and 
-built under the superintendence of Mr. Carnie, late engineer 
in the employ of the 8.S.N. Co. The launch was successfully 
effected—the ceremony of christening being performed by Miss 
Ellen Dow. The dimensions of the Feiyuen are 75 feet length 
over all, 15 feet beam and 7 feet depth of hold. Her draft, 
when completed and a full complement of ngers on board, 
will be about 4 feet 6 inches. When launched she drew 3 feet 
4 inches aft and 18 inches forward. She is to be fitted with 
compound engines of about 15-horse power, and is estimated to 
attain a 9-knot speed. She will have accommodation for about 
100 Chinese passengers, and a saloon to accommodate a few 
foreigners. It is proposed to tow her to Tientsin before placing 
the house on deck. 1 

The large earnings of the Shanghai Steam Navigation Com- 

y have attracted the attention of the managers of the Ocean 
Biemsichip Company, and Mr. Holt has got up a new company, 
called the “Chinese Navigation Company,” to contest with the 
8.S.N. the monopoly of the Yangtaze trade. The new company 
has begun by buying the steamers and interest of the Union Steam 
Navigation Company, which ceases from the lat of April to run 


on the Yaryiaze ; and it is understood that two other steamers, 
built ‘ay for the trade, are on their way out from England. 
It had been originally intended to wind up the U.S.N. Company 


altogether on that date ; but the determination has been aban- 
doned, and a resolution has been come to to buy three new 
steamers fitted for the coast trade, which would run in conjunc- 
tion with the new Chinese Navigation Company, and so establish 
through communication between Hankow and the coast ports to 
Canton. Besides all this, the success of the Hanyang has encou- 

the owners of another small steamer, the Tungti , to alter 
and adapt her for the river trade, and ahe has commenced running 
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at same rates of freight as the Hanyang. Negotiations have been 
entered into between the managersof thetwo great companies, as to 
terms on which they should run ; but these seem to have been un- 
successful ; and the Shanghai Steam Navigation Company have 
given an earnest of their intention to fight for their leading posi- 
tion on the river, by lowering the rates of freight one-half, be- 
tween Shanghai and the Riverine ports. Whether this will affect 
the intentions of Mr. Holt’s new Company remains to be seen; 
but.we should hardly imagine it is likely to do so, asso very pro- 
bable a contingency must have been taken into consideration 
when the project of forming the new line was entertained. We 
cannot but hope, however, that some understanding will be come 
to, which will prevent a competition 4 owrance between the two 
companies, that could only result in heavy loss to both. 

e Asiatic Society held a meeting on the 26th of March, at 
which pepe were read, by Mr. Schmidt on “The Early History 
of Shanghai,” and by Mr. Kingsmill on “The Legend of Wen 
Wang the Founder of the Chow Dynasty.” The first paper 
evoked many interesting reminiscences from some of our older 
residents. 

A meeting of the committee of the Sailors’ Home has been 
held. The accounts show a profit on the half-year of $834. 
The committee, on meeting, inspected the Home and expressed 
themselves well satisfied with the alterations and repairs that 
had been made. Bunks which formerly crowded the rooms in 
tiers, in unnecessary numbers, have been taken down and con- 
verted into bedsteads, The question of providing a bowling 
alley for the men was again raised, and favourably entertained ; 
the ponwsn f was the ie outlay involved. 

A general meeting of the Shanghai Yacht Club hag been held. 
The accounts for the season 1872-73 showed a balance in the 
treasurer's hands of $112.64, besides Tls. 1,578 to the credit of 
reserve. Messra. A. J. Little, commodore, J. P. Roberta, vice- 
commodore, J. Wilson, treasurer, W. H. Hewitt, secretary, Ble- 
then, Coryell, Croad, Tucker, and Viguier were elected a com- 
mittee for the ensuing year. The first regatta will be held on 
the 11th April. 

At an extraordinary meeting of the Union Steam Navigation 
Company, the resolution to wind up the company passed at the 
general meeting of the 23rd December last was (as stated above) 
rescinded. The sale of the Glengyle and Tunsin to the new 
Chinese Navigation Company holds good ; but the Union Steam 
Navigation Company purpose buying three new steamers to run 
on the coast. They will run in conjunction with the Chinese 
Navigation Stan mg coming to the same wharf, and bringing 
river cargo for the latter from the South, thus constituting a 
through line from Canton to Hankow. 

Judgment has been delivered in the Police-court in the case 
of the Sazqie Kirkland. The magistrate decided that the master 
had culpably neglected the provisions of the Act, in regard to 
giving out medical stores to his crew, and fined him $100 and 
costs. The ship’s log was also impounded, to be sent to the 
Board of Trade, as it appeared that entries of the illness of the 
men had not been made as required by the Act. 

The new British Consular Buildings were formally opened on 
the 3lst March, at noon. The flagstaff was gaily decorated with 
flags, in honour of the occasion. Libations of champagne were 
poured on the old and new foundation stones, and a toast of 
success to the new offices was proposed by H.B.M. Consul, and 
heartily drunk by all present. 

A notification has been issued, signed by the several Treat 
Consuls, fixing Tuesday and Wednesday, the 15th and 16t 
April, for the election of Councillors for the ensuing year. 

e hear that as the crew of the missing lorcha Mundarin

It is noticeable that while the foundation stone states that the 
building was opened on the lst April, the opening has actually 
taken place on the 31st March. 

At the French Consulate-General, M. Ch. Ducos de la Haile, 
late engineer for the French Municipality, has brought an action 
against the Municipal Council, claiming Tls. 4,000 in name of 
damages, for all wrong done him by the Council having pub- 
lished the discontinuance of his services to the Council as a “ dis- 
missal” (renvoi), and for his detention in Shanghai, in conse- 
quence of the Council declining to rectify the error when pointed 
out to them, to M. de la Haille’s satisfaction. Plaintitf prose- 
cuted in person. The Council was defended by Mr. Robinson. 
After hearing the case, the court postponed their judgment. 

His Imperial Japanese Majesty's iron-clad Rio-jho-kan, bear- 
ing the flag of the Japanese admiral, and corvette Tskabah-kan, 
arrived in harbour on the 3ist March, having on board the 
Ambassador Extraordinary from Japan to Peking, Soyesima, 
with General Legendre, late U.S. Consul Amoy, and now Diplo- 
matic Adviser to his Excellency. There is also a staff of nine 
Japanese officers. All these have taken up their residence at 
the Astor House, where there was already awaiting them, 
Yanagawara, the framer of the Chi-no-Japanese treaty, which 
Soyesima is to have modified and ratified at Peking. His Excel- 
lency the Taoutai has paid a visit of ceremony to the Ambassador. 
The embassy will, we believe, proceed northward in a few daye. 
The Settlement now swarms with Japanese, who are almost all 
dressed in the European style. 





HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the 10th April; the P. and O. mai 
from London, Feb. 21, was received on the 4th, and the follow- 
ing French mail of Feb. 28th on the 9th April.

A case has been tried in the Magistrate's Court before the 
Hon. C. May, in which Kwok-pak-sing, master of the Sing- 
leeship compradore’s shop, was c ed by Mr. J. S. Cox, of 
Messrs. Lane, Crawford, and Co., with unlawfully selling two 
tins of oil bearing the shipping marks and the general appear- 
ance of Hubbuck’s pale Latled’ oil, knowing the same to be spu- 
rious, but done up with intent to defraud. Mr. Kingsmill, 
instructed by Messrs. Caldwell and Brereton, appeared for the 
prosecution ; and Mr. Hayllar, instructed by Messrs. Francis 
and Stephens, appeared for the defence. A large amount of evi- 
dence was taken, at the conclusion of which the magistrate said 
that honesty in trade was of so much importance that, although 
as was pointed out by the counsel, he could not go further with 
the case unless the exclusive right in the trade mark were shown, 
he would call upon the defendant to give security for $500, to 
answer any charge within the next six months. is case calls 
attention to the difficulty of preventing frauds in the sale of 
imitation goods, and the consequent necessity for caution on the 
part of purchasers, . 

Another curious opi case has been brought before Mr. 
Mitchell, and remanded. The men ‘charged were hailed by a 
police-boat, and instead of stopping pointed a pistol, which, how- 
ever, was knocked away before it could be fired, and the boat 
was then boarded. It was found to contain opium to the value 
of $2,500. Three men out of four on board made good their es- 
cape to the shore, but are now being looked for. e man on 
board was taken into custody.

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT. 
—— 


It is time that the City Commission of Sewers, if they be 
really in earnest in the desire to put down the traffic in adul- 
terated tea, rotten fruit, and other such abominations, should arm 
themselves with power to enter the warehouses where such 
articles are suspected of being stored, for the purpose of making 
an immediate analysis, and condemning the pernicious mixtures 
to destruction. A short Act of Parliament might be passed before 
the expiration of the present session, and the offence of offering 
such articles for sale must be made to entail penalties greater 
than the mere seizure of the noisome compounds, if the pro- 
tection of the public health is to be anything more than a 
mockery. The profits on a single sale, such as that reported last 
week by Dr. Letheby, of 1,000 boxes of “ tea”—of which more 
than 60 per cent. was com of iron filings, silica, and painted 
leaves—must be sufficiently great to compensate the fraudulent 
warehouseman for the loss of half a dozen similar gteey It is idle 
to expect to reach such persons through a sense of shame ; indeed 
we hear of transactions of this kind being blazoned about as 
matter of boasting among a certain class who trade, on their 

rfect readiness to lend their names to the sale of anything, let 
its description be ever so untrue, to say nothing of their special 
talent for inventing showy titles for the poisons they dispense. 
Until the act of selling such horrible compounds as those seized 
by Dr. Letheby be inde to involve suspension of license, to say 
nothing of graver consequences, there will always be found brokers 
to hug themselves on such “ transactions,” and make the high 
prices they realise for their mixtures a — for getting more 
and more consignments of the same kind.

NAVAL DISASTERS ON THE CHINA STATION. 
On the motion of Mr. Seely, M.P., a very interesting return has just 
the losses of Her Majesty's ships 


from stranding during the same period, and various details in connection 


therewith. During the period stated, it appears that the casualties 


from foundering, stranding, or burning, have numbered 112, eight of 
which were attended with the loss of 1,023 lives, and vessels worth 
£639,554. The following details are given with reference to casualties 
which have occurred on the China station :— 

Camilla, 549 tons, aloop, Commander G. T. Colville, foundered at sea 
with all hands in 1860. The number of lives lost was 121, and the 
value of the ship was £8,254. The date and the circumstances attend- 
ing the disaster are, of course, unknown. 

Snake, 480 tons, 160-horse power, stranded on the Encounter 
Rock, on the 4th of February, 1862. No lives were lost. The cost of 
repairs to the vessel was £561. The ship had overrun her distance 
about seven miles during the night. 

Centaur, 1,270 tons, 540-horse power, stranded between the Island of 
Osimia and the mainland, on the 24th of June, 1863. No lives were 
lost. The cost of repairs was £240. The captain of the Pearl reported 
that in his opinion an officer did not exercise good judgment in steering 
a course so near to the island on a dark night, and that he also ought to 
have had his lead going. 

Flamer, 236 tons, 60-horse power, stranded on the 19th of April, 
1864. No lives were lost. The cost of repairs to the ship was £794. 
The gunboat was in pursuit of pirates, and she grounded between Ting- 
sew and Chin-sin. 

Ringdove, 674 tons, 200-horse power, stranded on the 9th of 
May, 1864. No lives were lost. The cost of the repairs to the vessel 
was £1,039. The court-martial found that the grounding was through 
an error in longitude, caused by neglect in not havinrs “he chronometer 
properly texted at Hong Kong, and from neglect and Want of due pre- 
caution in not verifying the position of the sloop by striking soundings 
on the Palawan Bank when there was an opportunity of doing so. 

Racehorse, 695 tons, 200-horse power, stranded and lost off the 
White Rock, to the eastward of Chefoo, in the Gulf of Pechili, on the 
4th of November, 1864. The number of lives lost was 100, and the 
value of the ship was £26,000. The court-martial found that the ship 
had been lost in consequence of a course having been shaped without 
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any allowance having been made for the current. An officer was ad- 
monished to be more careful for the future. 
~ _ Leopard, 1,406 tons, 500-horse power, stranded on the 16th of April 
71865. No lives were lost. The cost of repairs was £3,351. The 
court-martial was of opinion that the accident arose from an error in 
judgment on the part of two officers in not making sufficient allowance 
for current, and in shaping a course too near the land. 

Firm, 238 tons, 60-horse power, stranded on the 29th of May, 1866. 
No lives were lost. Thgtotal cost of repairs for the year was £1,600. 
The captain of the Princess Royal thought, on inquiry, no blame could 
be attached to anyone for the accident, except that there might have 
been an error in judgment in attempting an intricate passage with a 
falling tide. 

Perseus, 955 tons, 200-horse power, stranded on the 21st of April, 
1867. No lives were lost. The cost of repairs was £440. The Court 
of Inquiry was of opinion that there were coral reefs extending from 
the eastward to the Island of Sebuyan, which were not marked on the 
chart, and that this was the cause of the accident. 

Osprey, 682 tons, 200-horse power, stranded and was lost on the 
80th of May, 1867. No lives were lost. The value of the vessel was 
£19,000. The court-martial found that two officers had been guilty of 
negligence, in not making any attempt to get soundings on approaching 
the land, and in not wearing the ship off the land during the night. 

Leven, 800 tons, 80-horse power, stranded off the Islet of Ennoe on 
the 21st of February, 1868. No lives were lost. The cost of repairs 
was £58. The court of inquiry found that the accident was caused by 
steering too near the islet, and not taking sufficient care in bringing 
the beacons on their proper bearings. 

Basilisk, 1,031 tons, 400-horse power, stranded on the 27th of April, 
1868. No lives were lost. The cost of repairs was £1,777. The cap- 
tain of the Ocean was satisfied every precaution was taken by Captain 
Hewett to prevent accident. 

8, 981 tons, 200-horse power, stranded near Howtha Island on 
the 2nd of Aug., 1868. No lives were lost. The cost of repairs was 
£708. The court of inquiry could only account for the ship touching 
by the strong inset of the current. 

Rattler, 952, 200-horse power, stranded and lost on the 24th of 
September, 1868. No lives were lost. The value of the vessel was 
£34,400. The court-martial was of opinion that the ship was lost 
from a want of due caution on the part of two officers in not approach- 
ing the shore at a more moderate speed after having obtained sound- 
ings, and that they committed an error in judgment in the manner of 
reading the directions laid down in the “ China Pilot.” But taking 
into consideration the great and successful efforts to save the crew 
and stores under considerable difficulties, the court only admonished 
and cautioned the two officers. 

Gnat, 464 tons, 120-horse power, stranded and lost on the 11th Nov., 
1868. No lives were lost. The value of the ship was £20,000. The 
court-martial thought the loss was due to a current, and to one island 
being mistaken for another. They admonished an officer for steering 
too close to the land, and for not keeping the lead constantly going. 

Slaney, 301 tons, 80-horse power, stranded and lost on the 10th 
of May, 1870. The number of lives lost was 41; and the value of 
the vessel was £9,000. The court-martial found that all proper care 
was taken in the navigation of the gunboat, and that her loss was to be 
attributed to a heavy gale of wind, with strong currents, and no oppor- 
tunity of taking sights for three days, and that no blame, therefore, 
attached to Mr. Charles Milton, gunner, and the other survivors. 

Midge, 464 tons, 120-horse power, stranded on the 11th of 
August, 1870. No livea were lost. The cost of repairs to the ship was 
£100. The. report of the Commander-in-Chief of the China station 
was :—“I atttribute no blame to Commander Rising or the navigating 
lieutenant.” 

During the early part of the period over which the return extends 
the China and East India stations formed but one. 
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THE “KWOK-A-SING CASE.”—JUDICIAL COMMITTEE OF 
THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 


(Sir J. Cotvits, Sir R. Puintrmore, Lord Justice MELuiss, Sir B. 
Peacock, and Sir M. Smirs). 
THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL OF HONG KONG v. KWOK-A-8ING. 

This was an appeal, the hearing of which commenced on the 14th 
inst., from a judgment of the Supreme Court at Hong Kong, dated the 
29th of March, 1871, and an order made thereon, and also from a 
judgment and order of the same Court, dated May 22, 1871. The ap- 
pellant, the Hon. Julian Pauncefote, is the Attorney-General for the 
Colony, and the respondent, Kwok-a-Sing, is a coolie of China. Tho 
Attorney-General, the Solicitor-General, and Mr. C. Bowen appeared 
for the Crown; Mr. Fitzjames Stephen, Q.C., and Mr. Arthur Stone 
for the respondent. 

The facts of the case are well known to our readers. On the 30th of 
September, 1870, a French vessel, Za Nouvelle Penelope, sailed from 
Macao, with 300 coolie emigrants, bound for Peru, in South America, 
such emigrants kaving been shipped in conformity with certain regula- 
tions in force in relation to Chinese emigration. The respundent, a 
subject of China, was one of the emigrants, and one of the headmen 
or corporals to keep order among the other coolies. On the 4th of 
October, while the vessel was at sea, Kwok-a-Sing, with others of the 
emigrasica, made a sudden attack on the captain and some of the offi- 
cers and crew, murdered them, and, having thrown their bvdies over- 
board, took possession of the vessel, and compelled the seamen, whose 
lives they had spared, to conduct the vessel back to the coast of China, 
where they landed and abandoned the ship, Kwok-a-Sing stealing and 
taking money and effects, it was alleged, the property of the captain. 
Some of the participators were arrested and beheaded by the Chinese 
authorities, and a reward was offered for the apprehension of the

respondent. He removed out of the jurisdiction of China, and 
was afterwards found at Hong Kong, where he was arrested, 
and charged before a police magistrate as a suspicious character 
and remanded. While under remand an application was made 
stating that an application had been received from Canton, claim- 
ing on behalf of the Chinese authorities the rendition of the 
prisoner, and that he was charged with participating in the murder of a 
portion of the crew of the Nouvelle Penelope. The prisoner was com- 
mitted until further order of the Governor, and the charge was prosecu- 
ted before the istrate and he was committed. An application was 
then made on his behalf to Chief Justice Smale, of the Supreme Court 
at Hong Kong, and on the return he was set at liberty, and one of the 
grounds was that the ordinance in question did not apply to the Treaty 
of Tientsin, and that under the circumstances described in the deposi- 
tion, in support of the rendition of Kwok-a-Sing, the Nouvelle Penelope 
was at the time of the alleged crimes engaged in effect as a slave ship, 
and that he was confined as a slave, and justified in killing the captain in 
order to regain his liberty, and that the depositions disclosed no offence 
on the part of the prisoner. Since the judgment a declaratory ordinance 
of the Legislature of Hong Kong had been passed to remove doubts as 
to the ordinance mentioned. The rendition was also claimed on behalf of 
the French Government by the French Consul, but it was abandoned 
when the judgment was pronounced. Her Majesty’s Attorney-General 
at Hong Kong, on the 26th of April, 1871, caused Kwok-a-Sing to be 
arrested on the charge of piracy, jure gentium, with the view to his 
trial on that charge before the Supreme Court at Hong Kong. Evi- 
dence was then given before the police magistrate, and the prisoner 
was committed for trial. A second writ of habeas corpus to discharge 
the prisoner was granted by Chief Justice Smale, and on the 22nd of 
May, 1871, he was set at liberty on the grounds, among others, that the 
offence ed was the same, and that the istrate had no authority 
to commit the prisoner for the same offences Leave was obtained from 
Her Majesty in Council by the Attorney-General of Hong Kong to 
appeal, Several reasons were set forth in support of the appeal as to 
the ordinances and the extradition treaties ; and, further, that the pri- 
soner ought either to be tried in the Supreme Court for the offences 
alleged against him, or given up to the Chinese Government in pur- 
suance of the treaty. The reasons set forth on the part of the respon- 
dent were eight in number, and among them was that no right of 
appeal exists in a case where the Supreme Court, sitting as a criminal 
court, had exercised the summary jurisdiction of the Court of Queen’s 
Bench at Westminster, and that the recommitment by the Attorney- 
General was illegal. 

The Attorney-General and the Solicitor-General addreased their Lord- 
ships in support of the appeal, and commented on the judgment of 
Chief Justice Smale, who had expressed a strong opinion when he dis- 
charged the prisoner on the two applications. The Chief Justice should 
have allowed the trial fur piracy, jure gentium, to proveed before the 
Supreme Court, and not have considered whether the prisoner was justi- 
fied for the acts he had committed on the applications for writs of habeas 
corpus. The respondent had been concerned in the murder of the cap- 
tain and others, and it was strange conduct on the part of the Chief 
Justice to hold that he had committed no crime for which he ought to 
be tried. The man was a refugee from China, was found at Hong Kong, 
claimed by the Chinese authorities to be given up on serious charges, 
and yet the Chief Justice, without a trial, on applications on writs of 
habeas corpus, had ordered him to be set at liberty. In conclusion, they 
prayed their Lordships to allow the appeal and reverse the judgments 
of the Chief Justice. 

Mr. Fitzjames Stephen addressed the Court on the of the re- 
i cae He was not aware that the respondent could not be tried, 

though he had been set free on two writs of habeas corpus. He had 
not been tried, and probably could now be tried. The learned Attor- 
ney-General and Solicitor-General had indul in remarks on the 
judgments delivered by the Chief Justice Smale, which he considered 
those judgments did not deserve. He would apply himself to the other 
branch of the case, the extradition of the respondent from Hong Kong to 
the China authorities, which had been claimed, and submitted that their 
Lordships would be slow to reverse a judgment of Chief Justice Smale, 
which he had formed on a reasonable discretion, holding as he did that 
the evidence before the police-magistrate, on which Kwok-a-Sing was 
committed for trial, was not sufficient, and the prisoner being released 
on the return of the writ of habeas corpus. He proceeded to consider the 
effect of the Extradition Treaty, begged their Lordships’ attention to the 
facts as disclosed, and said the Chief Justice had felt there was no 
evidence of a crime on which the prisoner should be given up to the 
Chinese authorities. The judgment of the Chief Justice had been 
criticised by his learned friends. ‘Ihere was one portion, as to the execu- 
tion of sixteen Chinamen who had been given up, which was, perhaps, 
given with more warmth than was commendable ; but he was not one 
who would throw stones at a Judge who had thus indignantly expressed 
himself. It was clear that the authorities of China tortured men 
delivered up, and assembled a crowd to witness their execution, and it 
behoved the English Government to require proof before they gave up 
persons to the Chincse Guvernment. He contended that on the Ordi- 
nance and Treaty there was no evidence of guilt, and the Chief Justice 
had entertained that opinion and discharged the prisuner, when he was 
committed for trial, on a return to a writ of habeus corpus. 

A discussion arose as to whether there was evidence that the re- 
spondent was kidnapped, and whether what he had done to regain his 
liberty was to be considered as justifiable homicide. A question was 
also raised whether the reapondent went voluntarily on board the ship, 
and whether he had been kidnapped. Lord Justice Mellish remarked 
that Kwok-a-Sing had not been kidnapped. Mr. Stephen admitted 
that he had not been ; some 100 of the covlies had been kidnapped, 
the condition on board the vessel was coercion, and the result had 
happened as it was believed it was a slave vessel. Sir Barnes Peacock 
thought there was no evidence that Kwok-a-Sing had been forced on 
board against his will, and therefore justified in regaining hia liberty in 
the manner he had done. Mr. Stephen begged their Lordships to bexr 
in mind that the men were in a very low state of civilisation—Chinamer 
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who found themselves surrounded by soldiers on board a French vessel), 
and who believed they had been deceived, and more than 100 of whom 
had been kidnapped. The learned counsel submitted that on the law 
and the facts the judgments of the Chief Justice ought to be affirmed, 
after discussing the ordinances and treaties. 

The Solicitor-General said that all their Lordships had to say was that 
the Habeas Corpus Act did not apply to the case. He submitted that 
the moment the veasel was seized it ceased to be a French vessel; the 
prisoner had by the act destroyed the French territorial posseasion, and 
by compelling the men to steer the vessel had committed an offence. 
There was no authority for saying that the nationality of the parties 
made any difference. The magistrate, when the prisoner was arrested, 
was not to decide whether the man was to be given up ; the Governor- 
General was to decide that question on the construction of the Ordi- 
nance, and the Chief Justice had no power to consider it on a question 
of habeas corpus. Lord Justice Mellish thought a Supreme Court had 
power to consider whether a magistrate had exceeded his authority. The 
Solicitor-General undertook from the words of the Ordinance to show that 
the Supreme Court had nosuch power. Hiscontention was that their Lord- 
ships had only to look at the last Ordinance to gather the intention of the 
law. It was a declaratory and not an enacting statute ; it simply ex- 
plained what the meaning was. The question whether the last Or- 
dinance passed since the Chief Justice had given his judgment was to 
be considered by their Lordships on the appeal was discussed at some 
length. Lord Justice Mellish said it was an ex post facto law, and ina 
criminal case ought not, in his opinion, to prevail. In civil matters, 
on questions of indemnity, it was different. The Solicitor-General 
merely wished their Lordships to read the declaratory Act, which ex- 
plained what the former Ordinance was meant to be. He supposed no 
one liked ex post facto laws; but in some instances they were properly 
made. Lord Justice Mellish undertook to say that no case could be 
found where Parliament made a law to declare an existing decision 
wrong. 

The Solicitor-General, after further discussing the matter with their 
Lordships, left it with them to say whether the declaratory Act, as he 
called it, was to be considered by them. In conclusion, he asked the 
Committee to consider that the seizure of the ship, the compulsion to 
bring it to land, the landing in China, and escaping to Hong Kong from 
Chinese jurisdiction, was not an offence, which was to be tried, and in 
which the Chief Justice had no right to interfere by discharging the 
man. That was an offence cognisable under the Extradition Treaty. 
Numbers of desperate characters escaped from China to the English 
colony Hong Kong, and were they not to be dealt with when sufficient 
was shown to deliver them up? He further asked their Lordships to 
reverse the judgments of the Chief Justice; but, whatever might be 
their decision, he could state that the man would be taken again and 
put on his trial. 

Sir James Colvile announced that their Lordships would take time 
to consider their judgment. 
















































In the annual report for 1872 of the Deutsche National Bank at 
Bremen, the directors announce the establishment of several new 
agencies in different foreign countries and places of busine:s, and 
among them I notice the following appointments : Messrs. Siem 
and Co., at Shanghai ; Melchers and Co., at Hong Kong ; Rauten 
Schmidt and Co., at Singapore; Schmidt, Kiistermann and Co., at 
Penang ; Ernsthausen and Osterley, at Calcutta ; Volkart Brothers, at 
Kurrachee and Bombay ; and R. Fenerstein and Co., at San Francisco. 

Professor Donitz, of the University at Berlin, has accepted the ap- 
pointment offered to him by the Japanese Government as Professor of 
Anatomy, at their new University, and has already left Berlin, accom- 
panied by a native medical assistant, who has been studying there, and 
recently passed his examination with great credit, and took his degree 
as Doctor of Medicine. 

The Japanese Embassy have again honoured this city with a second 
visit on their return from Denmark and Sweden, and have now pro- 
ceeded to Switzerland. When at Stockholm they received a deputation 
of the Swedish branch of the Evangelical Alliance, who presented an 
address written in the English language, expressive of their best wishes 
for the prosperity of Japan, and their appreciation of the liberal spirit 
manifested towards Christians in repealing the prohibitions against 
Christianity. The significant reply of the Chief Ambassador contained 
among other things these words :—“ The object that our Government 
has in view is to conduce to the welfare and happiness of the people by 
giving them a greater degree of civil and religious liberty.” 

Mr. Daniel Ross has been elected a member of the Chamber of Com- 
merce in this city. 

Herr M. E. von Delden has been appointed Danish Consul at Nagasaki, 
and the resignation of Herr J. H. Thiel, hitherto Danish Consul at 
Saigon, has been accepted. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpaM, Mar 15. 

, A meeting of the shareholders of the Netherlands India Trading 
Bank was held at Amsterdam on the 13th inst., when 16,058 shares were 
represented, giving 592 votes. The meeting was convened for altering 
the statutes, and the alterations proposed by the managers were ap- 
proved of. Article 3 now fixes that instead of one principal agent at 
Batavia the managers may appoint as many agents as they may deem 
necessary. The fourth paragraph of Article 4 is abolished, so that the 
Bank will not in future put in circulation warrants on real estates in 
Java, while on the other side the restrictive stipulations against dealing 
in produce are abolished. The remaining shares, to raise the capital to 
twelve millions, are to be subscribed within ten years at par. In my 
next letter I will send more ample particulars. 

The Bourse is somewhat agitated. The news of the panic in Vienna, 
together with the general pressure for money, has compelled the 
Netherlands Bank to raise the rate of discount. A sort of debacle 

revails in American railway shares, which are regarded by the pub- 
be who have been so often made dupes—with general distrust. It 
is strange, but nevertheless it is a fact, that our capitalists, especially 
the smaller ones, invest their money most thoughtlessly in stocks about 
which they know nothing. The only question for them is, how much 
interest is promised. National undertakings of the greatest solidity 
generally lack the necessary support. For instance, the American Steam 
Navigation Company wished to raise f.2,000,000 in order to build some 
new steamers, and only f.1,300,000 was subscribed. It is true the 
public are somewhat shy of steam lines, because the expectations about 
the Company Nederland, which were so promising, have never been 
realised. The result of last year is more satisfactory than that of former 
years, but there is again no dividend, which is annoying. 

Three professional men have been engaged for the Government ser- 
vice of Japan, viz. :—-Messrs. Escher, Engineer of Waterworks ; Thissen, 
Civil Engineer ; and Ryke, Engineer. 

The general features of our market for Colonial Produce show no 
change. Prices of Coffee continue to advance, and notwithstanding 
that they have reached an extraordinary height, the demand remains 
very brisk. A quiet tone prevails on the other hand for other leading 
articles, and prices are in general barely supported.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HamsBore, May 12. 

For some time past the Paris semi-vfficial journals have been preach- 
ing the necessity of annexing the Empire of Anam, or at least, to taking 
it under the protection of France, for the ostensible and alleged purpose 
of promoting French commercial interests in the East. It now appears 
that the gunboat Ze Jinois, that left Saigon on the 26th of January 
last for Hue, was the bearer of an ultimatum to the Sovereign of Anam, 
with the conditions to which Tuduc “ must unconditionally submit with 
or without using force, as the unruly character of the native govern- 
ments would, unless brought to subjection, afford no guarantee of 
security for the future.” That this was only put forward as a plausible 
excuse for encroachment and aggrandisement in the Far East was 
generally believed in France ; but unfortunately for French diplomacy 
the Paris paper Le Soir,a few days ago let the cat out of the bag by 
revealing the real object, which is nothing more or less than a futile 
attempt to ruin the German trade in the East. After insisting on the 
necessity of consolidating the position of France and promoting her 
commercial and political influence, the article concludes thus : ‘“ Ever 
since the restoration of peace we have observed with deep pain the 
great exertions of the Germans to extend their foreign trade, 
especially in the Far East. As the soil of Germany is not par- 
ticularly conspicuous for its fertility, and German industry is often 
obliged to have recourse to other countries for the sale of its goods and 
manufactures, the daily-increasing importance of this branch of their 
trade is easily explained and must be kept within moderate bounds. It 
is continually taking deeper root in China, Japan, Cambogia, and Siam 
—everywhere where the French flag is but too seldom seen, and where 
they only meet with one dangerous rival, England. Cochin China, 
with the advantages it possesses in its inexhaustible resources and ad- 
mirable geographical situation, must become the centre of the great 
commercial action that is now developing itself in the East. It is there- 
fore natural that we should take immediate and energetic measures to 
establish there a rich and flourishing colony, where France would find 
a ready market for her inexhaustible produce and manufactures in 
every branch of industry to exchange for valuable native raw produc- 
tions that in their turn would become new elements of wealth and 
prosperity in France.” I happened to read this in our Exchange 
Subscription Rooms, and was not a little amused to see written in 
pencil on the margin opposite the grandiloquent article, the words: 
“ Bragging again, M. Crapaud? Don’t you wish you may get it?” 

A semi-official organ at Berlin announces that in the course of the 
present session a Bill will be presented to the German Parliament, 
asking for a grant of 10,000 thalers to defray the hotel expenses of the 
Japanese Embassy during their last visit to the German capital, where 
they occupied a suite of apartments in the Hotel de Rome, which 
were taken for them, for three weeks, at the rate of 500 thalers per day. 
The cost of living and food supplied to the Embassy is not included in 
the above sum, it haying been paid by the Emperor Wilhelm out of his 
own privy-purse, : 

Berlin: Weid- 
mann, 1873.—Under this modest title the author, who is favour- 
ably known to the Gegman public by his former work on Java 
and the other Dutch settlements, which gained for him great 
credit for his vivid description of those distant countries, has 
given us a most interesting account of the still more distant 

up of the Philippines, of which we know comparatively so 
ttle in Europe. e work before us is not merely a book of 
travels—as the simple title would seem to indicate—but a ge- 
neral and comprehensive view of the past and present state of 
the islands under the Spanish rule, or, rather, misrule. Having 
spent two years in travelling about the different islands com- 

ing the group, and being a gentleman of deep research, re- 
Fed taste, and scientific attainments, the author is well able to 
communicate to his readers the impressions made on his mind 
by what he saw on his travels, and has delineated them with 
admirable clearness and perspicuity. He has, moreover, had 
access to many documents in the Spanish archives, and is thus 
enabled to publish and record much information that has 
hitherto never seen the light of day; and being well fur- 
nished with letters of introduction to the local authorities 
in the different islands and provinces, has embodied in his 
work many facts of importance and interest concerning the 
Philippines hitherto quite unknown. We refer particularly 
to his chapters on the history of the islands from their first 
discovery in 1521 by the great circumnavigator Magellan, who 
was killed in the island of Cebu in an attack from the hostile 
natives scarcely a month after his landing ; also his descriptions 
of the natural history of the group, its flora and fauna, the won- 
derful fertility of the soil, and) how it might be made to produce 
everything that the heart of man could desire, under any other 
government than the Spanish. Of especial interest for mercan- 
tile readers are the chapters on the cultivation of sugar, tobacco, 
and the Government monopoly of that article, the abaca, or 

Manila hemp ; Ilo Ilo and the other commercial porte ; the ex- 

istence of coal fields, which are, however, not worked, and there- 

fore of no value, from the total absence of carriageable roads. 
The scientific chapters on the geology, the active and extinct 
volcanoes, the meteorology, finances, and civil government are 
also of great value. The work forms a handsome volume of 
nearly 400 pages of large 8vo size, and is copiously interspersed 
with spirited illustrations, chiefly most admirably executed 
woodcuts, partly from sketches taken by the author on the spot, 
and partly from photographs and drawings made by native 
artists. We may conscientiously add that the work is got up by 
the publisher—Herr J. Reimers, of the firm of the Weidmannsche 
Buchhandlung—in a manner every way worthy of the present 
advanced state of the typographical art in its native country— 
Germany. The book is accompanied by a map of the Philip- 
San in chromo-lithography, executed by Professor Kiepert, of 
rlin, and giving a sketch route of the author's travels. 

The current number of The People’s Magazine is, as usual, very 
entertaining. In addition to other interesting reading there is 
a paper from the journal of an officer entitled “ A Summer's 
Jaunt in Japan,” -which will be read with pleasure by all in- 
terested in Japanese manners and customs. Mr. Mossman has 
contributed an article on the “ Attempts at Foreign Intercourse 
with Korea,” in which he gives an account of the unsuccessful 
endeavours made by our own and other Governments to open up 
communication with the inhospitable Koreans. 

Illustrations of China and its People; a Series of Two Hundred 
Photographs, with Descriptive Letter-press, ete. By J. Thomson, 
F.R.G.S. London: Sampson Low, 1873. The first of the four 
volumes, which will make up the above work, has just been pub- 
lished, and though the price is considerable, yet the style of the 
binding, printing, autotyping, and general execution is sumptuous 
in proportion to the cost of the book. Mr. Thomson, as not a 
few of our readers are aware, devoted nearly four years to a photo- 

phic tour in China ; and, as we gather from his own account, 

is travels “involved both difficulty and danger ;” in many places 
he was looked upon as a wizard, and his camera held to bea 
dark mysterious instrument of death ; indeed, he made a special 
jonmey to the silk districts of Kwantung, intending to secure a 
ull series of illustrations, but the superstitious dread with which 
the people regarded his photographic apparatus rendered it im- 
possible for him to obtain more than a single picture, that, 
namely, which represents the operation of reeling silk. In 
‘other spots, however, he met with much greater success ; 
out of he eleven provinces (including the gorges of the 
Upper Yangtsze and Formosa) which he visited he has 
brought home a magnificent collection of negatives, and of these 
the volume before us furnishes the first instalment. The 
photographs have been executed in printing ink by the patent 
pieces of the Autotype Fine Art Company. and are said to 
absolutely safe from the fading and obliteration which occur 

to common photographs from the action of time. This 
“ Autotype” process is a recent and very ingenious invention, 
and is based upon the circumstance that gelatine, when com- 
bined with an kaline bichromate, is rendered insoluble in water 
by the action of light. A film of gelatine after it has been printed 
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upon by the negative, and subjected to the chemical processes 
indicated above, may be hardened into acomplete picture of the 
subject represented, and from it any number of copies may sub- 
sequently struck. Such in brief is the “ Autotype printing 
rocess ” of which Mr. Thomson has availed himself in his work. 

‘ast and present residents in China will no doubt find the series 
of illustrations a great source of entertainment, for it serves to 
bring back in complete exactitude the scenes, places, and inhabi- 
tants which have been familar so long, whilst to those who have 
never visited “The Flowery Land,” the book will probably sup- 
ply a superficial acquaintance with the general characteristics of 
the country, which reading alone, however extensive, could never 

ive. As to the letter-press which accompanies each engraving, 
it is in many places amusing ; it ap also to be written with 
correctness and ease, and to be suitable and sufficient for the pur- 
poses required. The volume akes, necessarily, of the cha- 
racter of a drawing-room publication, and no doubt the explana- 
tory details which the sathior has supplied are necessary for the 
information of those who may be unfamiliar with the East ; 
nevertheless there is a good deal of descriptive writing which will 
have little interest for the European public in Shanghai or Ho: 
Kong. Thus many people into whose hands this work will f 
may deem it superfluous to be told that ‘“ Hong Kong is one of 
a group of islands situated a little north of the mouth of the 
Canton or Pearl river . . . . from east to west there runs 
acentral rocky ridge . . . . . .” and so forth, neither do 
we care to be informed, as is the case in another passage, that 
“by the system of periodical literary examinations established in 
the chief cities of the empire even the poorest student may win 
his way to a proud position in the Government of his country.” 
As we have remarked, commonplace details like these will pro- 
bably be found useful by purchasers in England, and the author, 
therefore, will perhaps even be grateful to us for thus putting 
the true construction on seemingly irrelevant es such as 
those which we have referred to aleve Several Chinese girls 
have been depicted, but alas! we look in vain fora pretty face 
in the lot, and we fear that English ladies will form no high es- 
timate of female beauty in China, at least if they judge by the 
selection which Mr. Thomson has introduced to their acquaint- 
ance. We are glad to be able to 5 thus favourably of a work 
which has doubtless cost its author a vast amount of labour, 
money, and time. We hope that the volumes still to be published 
may be as good as we must pronounce the first. 

The fourth number of the China Review opens with a pecu- 
liarly interesting description of “'Tauism,” by the Rev. J. Chal- 
mers, who thus sums up three creeds :—“ Confucianism, Bud- 
dhism, and Tauism are to be found blended together in different 
degrees throughout the entire Chinese nation. They run into each 
other so that it is extremely difficult to get a sight of any one of 
them pure and simple. Every Chinaman hasa lurking suspicion 
that if he does not behave as he should he may some day be 
ordered by Yama to become a dog or a pig.. That is pure 
Buddhism. At the same time he meets inevitable calamities in 
a philosophical spirit, and where we should say, ‘It will be all 
the same one hundred years hence,’ he seems to say, ‘It is all the 
same now.’ That again is Tauism. But still he has an eye to 
the main chance, and is strictly attentive to outward propriety ; 
is shrewd, plausible, and bland ; having a profound regard for 
the honour and glory of Confucius, He is a Confucianist.” The 
other contents of the number are varied and interesting. “The 
Adventures of a Chinese Giant ” are amusingly concluded. Mr. 
Bowyra also brings his history of the Manchu Conquest of Canton 
toaclose. Mr. Lister contributes an illustrated paper on Chi- 
nese Almanacks. Mr. George Hughes gives an account of the 
“Small Knife Rebels” who disturbed Amoy in 1853. Mr. 
C. T. Gardner translates some specimens of popular Chinese 
poetry. Dr. Hirth explains the manufacture of Chinese mat- 
tings, and describes the topography of Hainan. Dr. Eitel has 
an article on Confucianism, and the number is wound up by the 
usual “ Notes and Queries.” 

Dr. Markham’s Ocean Highways contains a map of Mexico 
and of a proposed railway line from England t& Calcutta (via 
Calais, Vienna, Constantinople, Teheran, and Cabul), by Mr. 
Ravenstein, with eaplanatory letter-press by Mr. Maurice Kings- 
ley and Mr. E. Austin. There are also maps of Assam and the 
Naga Hills, showing the distribution of the Caoutchouc tree, by 
Mr. Gustave Mann and Mr. James Collins. Dr. R. Brown 
contributes an article on the Whale Fishery in Baftin’s Bay, and 
Professor Vambery one on the Steppes to the North of Bokhara. 
The proceedings of the various Geographical Societies for the 
month are reported with the care always bestowed on this im- 
portant department of the Magazine. 

It is gratifying to note the vitality and freshness of Puck, the 
Shanghai Punch, which this month enters on its second volume. 
It brims over with genuine fun, both in letter-press and illus- 
trations, and is exceedingly well got up typographically. 





Avvices have been received in Paris from Japan to the 
effect that the native Christians who some three years since 
were removed from their Sry in the vicinity of Naga- 
saki to the extreme points of the Empire have been uncon- 
ditionally authorised to return to their homes.

SIR HARRY ORD’S MILITIA. 

THE last Singapore papers inform us that Sir H. Orp is 
about to raise an army “ to protect the colony,” so says the 
Bill which he has introduced into the Council, “against 
‘“« external aggression and internal disorder, and to preserve 
“order and protect life in case of fire, flood, or other 
“danger.” It is to consist, like all other great armies, of 
infantry, cavalry, and artillery, and to be composed of all 
residents, no matter of what race or nation, who are sound 
in mind, body—and purse, for Sir Harry’s soldiers must 
have a property qualification. When we come to the 
official “ objects and reasons ” for this extraordinary scheme, 
poor Mr. BRADDELL, whose legal duty it appears to be to 
figure as the father of his chief’s progeny, is apparently 
unable to find any, for the only “objects and reasons” 
which he gives, consist simply of an abbreviated recapitu- 
lation of the contents of the Bill. And yet it would not 
be difficult to supply the Colonial Attorney-General with 
several “objects and reasons” for this measure. In the 
first place, would it not gratify Sir H. Orp’s childish vanity 
enormously to “‘command in chief ”—as the Bill provides 
that he shall—the new force, just as he used to gratify 
the same little passion by flying the Royal Jack at 
the mast head of the Colonial steamer until an indignant 
captain of the navy threatened to pull it down? Next, the 
measure would gratify Sir H. Orv’s love of patronage, for 
the force is to be commanded, under its commander-in-chief, 
by a lieutenant-colonel, and there are to be captains, lieu- 
tenants, and soon. A third source of gratification would be 
found in the amount of annoyance inflicted on all the most 
influential inhabitants of the colony. Only fancy the enjoy- 
ment to be derived from putting into red coats, and loading 
with muskets and knapsacks, and drilling and marching, 
and countermarching—especially on mail days—a number 
of gentlemen who had refused one admission to their clubs, 
had held public meetings to denounce one’s maladminis- 
tration, and were habitually free in their comments on 
how the public money went in the Colony ! 

The idea of raising a militia to protect the Colony against 
external aggression is so absurd that even the author of 
the scheme can hardly be suspected of seriously entertain- 
ing it. None of the Settlements possess any natural ad- 
vantages for defence. If they are to be protected against 
any foreign ‘Power, it must be by sea, and not on land ; or 
if on land, at least by troops capable of coping with the 
disciplined forces of European armies in the open field, 
for such is the only enemy that would have to be encoun- 
tered. As to an internal enemy, none exists even in the 
most vivid imagination. Chinese, Malays, and Klings 
evince nothing but attachment and respect for our rule. 
The Government has neither Kaffirs nor Maoris, neither 
Fenianism nor Red Republicanism to contend against. It 
has not even the memory of a Sepoy imutiny to frighten it ; 
and if it had, Singapore might well wait until India had 
set the example of forcing every European to turn. sol- 
dier. What Sir Harry Orp really wants a militia for is 
not hard to find. It is well known that the Chinese are as 
clannish as the Scotch, and as fond of a faction fight as the 
Trish, and consequently, that when a quarrel arises between 
two men of different tribes, a scolding or a boxing match 
is apt to swell to the dimensions of a general riot, if not 
stopped in time. An occurrence of this kind took place in 
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Penang, very soon after Sir H. Orp’s arrival in the Straits. 
Through his own and. Colonel ANSon’s neglect, notwith- 
standing the repeated warnings of the chief inhabitants of 
the place, to take the commonest precautions against an 
impending riot, two Chinese factions made the town a 
battle field for three or four days, murdering each other, 
and burning each other's houses; and Sir H. Orp then 
told the Penang people that it was no part of the duty of 
the military to put down internal disorder, but only to 
defend the Colony against foreign enemies. From this 
preposterous position he found it afterwards necessary to 
withdraw ; but his recent “ Memorandum for the suppression 
of Chinese riots ” shows that his mind is still in a ludicrous 
state of ignorance on the subject. In that paper, it will 
be remembered, he laid it down that when riots broke out, 
the rioters were to be attacked in the first instance by the 
police ; that when that very contemptible force was routed, 
special constables and volunteers were to be brought into 
the field ; and that it was only when they were in turn 
defeated that the military were to be called into play. It 
is plain that the object of raising a militia is to compel 
the whole civil population, and not special constables and 
volunteers only, to fight rioters before the military in- 
terpose ; and thus Sir H. Orp would ensure the great- 
est amount of fighting, the maximum of annoyance, 
suffering, exasperation, and finally bloodshed before a riot 
was put down. As we showed in the London and China Tele- 
graph of the 3rd February in commenting on his “ memoran- 
dum,” he and his advisers, Messrs. BRADDELL and BIRCH, 
have got the singular crotchet into their heads that soldiers 
cannot be employed to put down a riot without suspending 
the ordinary law and substituting what one of them calls 
“martial law” in its stead. Mr. Bircn, indeed, has not 
shrunk from the incredibly extravagant assertion that sol- 
diers could not be called out without firing, and that they 
must not fire over the heads, but must take good aim 
at the law-breakers! It is to be hoped that the Colo- 
nial Office has by this time taught these gentlemen how 
to restore peace without firing a shot. They cannot 
too soon be taught that in all that regards the pre- 
servation of the peace, soldiers are neither more nor less 
than ordinary subjects of the QUEEN, bound to prevent 
a breach of the peace as much and as soon as other subjects, 
and that they neither suspend the ordinary law by their in- 
terference nor introduce any other law. The military force 
in the Straits is amply sufficient to put down any riot or 
disturbance ; and there is no reason why it should not be 
called upon to perform that task whenever it exceeds the 
power ot the police, and they will in general find that their 
appearance in the streets is sufficient. 

It has been said that the authorities are averse to employ- 
ing English soldiers in such a service, because it exposes 
them to the sun, and thus endangers their health! It is 
impossible to believe that such an idea should ever have 
entered into any soldier’s head. Certainly since the Straits 
have got an English regiment in the place of Madras troops 
sentries have been withdrawn from most places; but the 
Government house is daily furnished with a guard, and when 
the Governor lands, or opens or closes the Legislative Coun- 
cil, the power of a vertical sun has never excused the at- 
tendance of guards of honour on his Excellency ; and it is 
not much to say that it is more reasonable that soldiers 
should run the risk of a sun-stroke in the preservation of 
law and order than in supplying pomp and circumstance to 
a Colonial Governor. But before making such a pretext 
for raising a militia, it is natural to ask, is the sun less 
likely to be prejudicial to European merchants and clerks 
than to European soldiers? Are they better fitted by race, 
early training, or daily habits of life for such a task % 
If the men of an English regiment are too delicate to un- 
dertake it, the proper measure to adopt, one would think, 
would be to recall the Madras sepoys who used te) garrison 
the colony, and not to place it in the hands of other 
Europeans. The preservation of the peace is really the only 
service which the colony can ever require of the troops. 
For the military and police service we believe we are not 
far from the mark in asserting that the Straits Settle- 
ments pay £100,000 a-year ; and to tell the inhabitants that 
they must, notwithstanding this payment, be enrolled and 
drilled, and do all the fighting themselves, because such work 
is likely to disagree with the military—to tell the European 
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community that they must expose themselves to sun-stroke 
because the officers and privates of Her Majesty's 10th 
cannot be expected to face such a risk, is simply absurd. 
The measure is on a par with the threat to impose a custom- 
house on the Colony, with which Sir Harry ORD wound up 
the first year of his rampant career in the Straits ; and, 
indeed, seems to betray something of that spirit towards 
the mercantile community of Singapore which he so 
“conspicuously displayed on the occasion of the Duke of 
EDINBURGH'S visit to the Colony. We trust that if the 
Bill should survive local opposition, the Colonial-office will 
duly appreciate its objects and reasons, and will relieve 
the Colony from such an infliction. 





RECENT LEGISLATION IN JAPAN. 

THE best friends of Japan must regret the course that 
recent legislation has taken in that country. Not content 
with enacting laws in consonance with the new political 
order of things, the M1Kapo’s Ministers have set them- 
selves to devise a number of the most vexatious regula- 
tions, affecting the social customs and native habits of the 
people, that it is possible to imagine. To enumerate them 
all would occupy more space than we can afford, but the 
mention of some few will be enough to show to what 
length the Japanese Government, in its desire to step at 
once from the semi-darkness which has hitherto overspread 
the land into the broad daylight of civilisation, has been 
foolishly induced to go. For instance, everyone who has 
visited the “ Land of the Rising Sun” must remember 
the soft, clean looking mats which cover the floors of every 
Japanese home. hese mats are an essential part of 
Japanese life. They serve the purposes of beds, tables and 
chairs, and they form the standard of measuremept by 
which the size of every room throughout the country is 


estimated. Knowing this, some idea may be formed of | 


the dismay which spread abroad when one morning an 
edict appeared abolishing the use of these important articles 
of domestic comfort. Then followed in rapid succession 
enactments by which men were ordered to cut off the tuft 
of hair which is universally worn on the crown of the head ; 
women were forbidden to employ professional hairdressers ; 
boys were prohibited from flying kites ; smoking in the 
streets of towns was made a punishable offence ; and now 
we hear that a proclamation has been issued at Kobé, com- 
manding the Japanese in the neighbourhood to eat bread 
in future, instead of their staple diet—rice. 


Two things must strike every observer of these strange 
legislative vagaries, the folly of the Government, and the 
tame submissiveness of the people. So much that is extra- 
ordinary has of late come to pass in Japan, that one is na- 
turally inclined to consider the Japanese as a people beyond 
the reach of ordinary calculations. But it is impossible to 
separate a fecling of anxiety from the wonder with which 
one must regard the complete transformations which, within 
the last ten years, have come over the institutions and con- 
dition of the people. That such a state of things can have 
been arrived at peaceably, in so short a time, is contrary to 
all precedent furnished in history ; but that further changes 
in the direction we have indicated can be safely effected is 
more than can, even after what has already been accom- 
plished in Japan, be confidently predicted. As has been 
said, society 1s a growth, not a manufacture, and the MI- 
KADO’S advisers can no more change the natural instincts 
and feelings of the people by Acts of Parliament than they 
can make them add one cubit to their stature by the same 
powers. If the natives are lazy and fond of lounging habits 
they will not become active and sprightly by having 
their house mats taken from them; if they are by nature 
diminutive in size, their physique will not be greatly im- 
proved by the change in diet from rice to bread, If the 
Goverdment desires to retain the respect of the European 
Powers it must forego the pleasure it seems to take in in- 
terfering with the daily life and habits of the people. There 
are many essential improvements necessary which may well 
claim its attention, but when we look, in the interests of 

eace and civilisation, at the vexatious alterations which have 
fately been effected in the domestic habits and customs of 
the natives we feel inclined to say, “‘some enemy has done 
this,” 
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IT appears from the Straits papers that Lord KIMBERLEY 
has refused to sanction an Inspectorship of Prisons, one of 
the recent products of that “happy land” of officialism ; 
and we can only express our surprise and regret that two 
non-official members of the Council have thought proper to 
support the Governor against the Secretary of State in such 
a transaction. Another recently created office is that of 
Registrar of Births and Deaths, with a salary of £1,000 
a-year! Js it possible that such a job as this will be tole- 
rated by Lord KIMBERLEY? To judge of the amount of 
“registering ” which calls for such a salary, it may suffice 
to mention that the whole population of Singapore is 97,000, 
of which number 900 are Europeans, including 200 adult 
women. The native women are under 12,000. But the 
amount of the salary is explained by the fact that the new 
office has been given to Mr. PLow, the Governor's private 
secretary. To create a sinecure office as a reward for an 
old and distinguished public servant might perhaps be ex- 
cusable ; but to establish one for a gentleman who does not 
belong to the service, or, indeed, to put such a person into 
a high office over the heads of those who do belong to the 
service, and for nothing higher than devotion to the patron 
in whose hands the gift of the appointment lies, is to throw 
a burden on the public purse and to abuse patronage in a 
way altogether indefensible, 


WE alluded in a recent issue to the contradictory reports 
which had been spread relative to the recall of Mr. DE 
Lone, the American Minister to Japan. The following 
paragraph on the subject is from the New York Times :-— 

It is ascertained that the recalt of Minister De Long from Japan was 
owing to his having repeatedly made presents to the Mikado. On first 
doing 80, the fact coming to the knowledge of this Government, he was 
reminded that, under the general instructions to our Ministers, such 
proceedings were forbidden, as all presents to a Sovereign rust be made 
through his own diplomatic representative ; but Minister De Long, ins 
stead of desisting, repented the act, and was again reminded of his in- 
structions. Besides these objections to Mr. De Long, it was thought 
that some other person should be appointed who would more faithfully 
represent the United States in Japan. The President will shortly 
appoint a successor. 


We leave our readers to decide upon the reliability of 
this extraordinary statement, but for our own part we 
shall refuse it credence without some better authority for 
its correctness than that upon which it is now given. 


THE Japanese Ambassadors have arrived at Rome, and 
have been received by the King of ITaLy with a State 
ceremonial. They intend making a stay of some days’ du- 
ration, It is reported that negotiations are proceeding be- 
tween the Italian and Japanese Governments for modify- 
ing the existing Treaty of Commerce, Japan agreeing to 
allow Italian subjects free intercourse with the interior 
when provided with Japanese passports and submitting to 
the jurisdiction of the Civil Courts of Japan. 





A Paris newspaper, the Mémorial Diplomatique, states 
that Germany is negotiating with Spain for the cession of 
the Philippine Islands. 


M. BERTHEMY, who was recently appointed French Mi- 
nister to Japan, left Marseilles for Yedo by the last French 
mail steamer. 


OUR COLONIES AT THE VIENNA EXHIBITION. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

The British Colonial department of the Exhibition is now 
making some visible progress, but many of the cases from Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand have not yet arrived, while many others 
from Jamaica, &c., are still unopened. I observed some cases 
from Volkart Bros., Colombo, waiting for the chisel and hammer. 
The samples of coffee from Messrs. Geo. Wall and Co. are on the 
shelves, and have been much admired, as also the sugar samples 
from Mauritius ; such sugar is not often to be met with. The 
assortment from the West Coast of Africa is interesting, but the 
collection from the Cape and Natal is complete, and one of the 
most unique in the Exhibition. The heared here, I believe, is 
due to the personal efforts of Mr. Julius Mosenthal, the Com- 
missioner from these Colonies, and certainly does him much 
credit. He has been complimented by the Prince of Wales 
and all visitors, Round the walls are the maps and drawings 
of the gold fields, the breakwater at the Cape and other similar 
works, models of the steamers of the Union Company, and 
a sketch of the first goat imported by Mr. Mosenthal, Of the 
products there are 20 samplea of Natal cotton and 18 Cape 
wools, 200 ostrich feathers, 20 Cape wines and 20 woods ; fruits 
and cognac, sugar, wheat and other cereals, 
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The fruits, flowers, and wheat have been a age and are 
shown grouped into ornamental bouquets. Samples of tobacco, 
argal, corals, 1, ivory, horns, wax, arrowroot, silk, coffee, 
gums, ores, ad last, but not least, the celebrated diamonds are 
shown. The collection of the latter is sent by Ochs Bros., and is 
valued at £4,000. A large diamond weighing 288 carats is ex- 
pected. A nugget of gold is sent by Sir John Swinburne. 

Mr. Wm. Robinson, the Special Commissioner from the Colo- 
nial-office, London, is here working hard to have the gallery in 
shape, and in a fortnight will no doubt accomplish it. 


JAPAN AT THE VIENNA EXHIBITION. 
(TRANSLATED FROM THE AUSSTELLUNGS ZEITUNG.) 
For the second time we find Japan, the most progressive nation 
of the East, taking part in the peaceful strife of the civilised 
nations of the world ; and the way in which she is represented 
in this year’s Exhibition is entirely different to that at Paris. 
On the eve of the most gigantic convulsions which the country 
had ever experienced, and under the last actsvf the tyrannical 
Shiogunate’s oppression, who were soon after swept away by the 
the then impending catastrophe, Japan sent to the Paris Exhi- 
bition of 1867 a collection of curiosities, which was enlarged by 
a number of objects, either purchased or borrowed for the time 
the Exhibition lasted, and in spite of the undeniably clever 
Napoleonic “get up,” the visitor was involuntarily reminded of 
the resemblance to a stage scene, from which, on closer inspec- 
tion, the truth and reality entirely vanishes. To-day we find 
Japan, the land of progress in Eastern Asia, regenerated and 
strengthened by the civil war, worthily ranking itself by the 
side of European States. In the present Exhibition the Govern- 
ment of the Mikado has perceived the favourable opportunity 
in which to place before the eyes of civilised madikind a picture 
of Japanese culture and Japanese industry, and thus strengthen 
the national position of the kingdom. We believe we are not 
far wrong in stating that this, together with the desire to ani- 
mate and further the commercial relations of the kingdom with 
Euro countries were the chief ideas the Japanese statesmen 
had in view when they resolved on sending a Commission of 
nearly fifty members to Europe, as well as representing their 
country by large contributions to the Exhibition at Vienna. 
The credit of having brought the Japanese Government to these 
views, however, belongs entirely to our former representative at 
the Eastern ports, Minister Residentiary Herr v. Calice. To 
speak candidly, the first invitation for the Mikado’s Govern- 
ment to take part in the Exhjlition was received in anything 
but a warm manner ; the unplegsant reminiscences of the Paris 
Exhibition, which only caused loss of money without anything 
to compensate for the same, to Japan, were fresh in the memo- 
ries of some of the Ministers, and for a time the success of our 
representative's efforts seemed very questionable. It was not 
until the restless energy and diplomatic skill of the Austro- 
Hungarian Minister Residentiary had succeeded in ‘interesting 
the Court and immediate surrounders of the Mikado in 
the Great Exhibition that the result was secured. The 
formation of a Japanese Commission was soon afterwards under- 
taken, and the Minister Okama, one of the most intelligent and 
influential statesmen of Japan, was elected to the post of Presi- 
dent. This Commission was entrusted with the collection, choice, 
arrangement and transport of the objects intended for the Exhi- 
bition. In order to increase the activity of the Japanese Go- 
vernment in this direction, an Austrian Committce, with the 
Italian Ambassador to the Japanese Court, Count Fe d’Ostiani, 
at its head, was formed, at the instance of our representative, the 
abject of which was to assist the native Committee in every pos- 
sible way on all questions, &c., relating to the Exhibition. Thanks 
to the untiring activity and knowledge of some members of this 
Austrian Committee, among whom Professor Wagner and Messrs. 
E. v. Bavier, and Kempermann deserve especial mention, it was 
made a powerful means of advancing the part played by Japan 
in the Exhibition. The very practical proposal of Professor 
Wagner that the objects shown by Japan should be exchanged 
for others of European industry and industrial art, and that in 
this way, at comparatively small expense, an assorted collection 
of objects could be obtained for the projected Commercial and 
Industrial Museums at Yedo, met with as ready acceptance as 
that of a member of the Japanese Commission, viz., that a num- 
ber of intelligent Japanese Abelonariti to the class of officials and 
artisans who were chosen by the Commission, and are now here 
e aed in the installation of the Japanese department of the 

Exhibition and the Park, should, at the close of the Exhibition, 
enter into a ee establishments for some years. It must be 
considered as a happy chance that the Japanese Government in 
electing a Commissary General for the Exhibition chose a gentle- 
man who commands the highest respect of the foreign settlers in 
Japan. With the greatest gratification we call attention to the 
fact that Sano, the former Minister of Public Works, now Com- 
missary General and duly accredited Plenipotentiary to Austria 
and Italy, belongs to the moderate party of progress in Japan, as 
we perceive in the sending of officials of these ideas to the Euro- 
pean Courts and in the strengthening of this fraction of the 
party of progress in Japan, the guarantee for a salutary and en- 
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durable advancement in the path of civilisation, for it can scarcely 
have passed the observation of those who have only superficially 
observed the latest period of transformation in Japan, the danger 
which the furious advocates of progress bring on the country and 
the good cause, we mean the kind of Japanese who—to designate 
them briefly—wish to draw civilisation towards them by the 
hair of the head and in pursuance of this aim consider that above 
everything the abolition of the Tonsur (national mode of hair- 
dressing) should be commanded by the State. A. von Scana. 


THE VIENNA EXHIBITION.—RECEPTION OF 
VISITORS FROM THE FAR EAST. 

The following communication has been addressed to the Japanese 
Minister in Vienna on the subject of the Oriental Reading-room and 
rendezvous for visitors from the Far East, to which reference was made 
in our last issue :— 

To his Excellency Sano, Minister Resident for the Japanese Empire, 
for Austria, Hungary, and Italy, President of the Japanese Commission 
for the Exhibition. Under the august patronage of his Imperial Royal 
Highness the Archduke Rainee of Austria, a Committee for the Orient 
and Eastern Asia has been constituted to secure a suitable reception to 
the natives of those countries who visit the Vienna Exhibition. This 
committee hasestablished its bureaux in the “Circle Oriental,” a building 
erected on the Exhibition grounds by Dr. Emil Hardt. The “ Circle 
Orient” will be provided with offices for interpreters and trans- 
lators, for changing money and for providing convenient lodgings, with 
special reading-rooms, &c. The building will also form a meeting- 
place for the visitors from Eastern Asia, and our own commercial 
men. Appreciating your Excellency’s most elevated qualities and your 
profound knowledge of the country which you are to represent at this 
Exhibition, the Committee flatter themselves that. your Excellency will 
kindly contribute to their proposed aim. The Committee would con- 
sider their task greatly facilitated if your Excellency would kindly 
make arrangements for the natives of Japan who intend to visit the 
Exhibition to be informed of the existence of this Committee, and the 
object of their designs. The visitors from Japan may forthwith address 
all their applications to the bureaux of the Committee, which will try 
by all means to realise their wishes. The Committee trust that your 
Excellency will also kindly and directly protect their efforts by your 
valuable counsels. We hardly need say that it is the fervent wish of 
Austrian commercial men to enter into relations with Japan, which 
in our country is so well-known on account of its gigantic efforts to 
forward, in every sense, the progress of civilisation, and the enormous 
success she has met with during the present Government.

Several influential members of scientific and other societies are mem- 
bers of the Committee, by whom the following notification has been 
issued :— 

The Oriental and Eastern Asiatic Committee has for its object the 
thorough examination and study of the Oriental Department of the 
Exhibition, regarded from their industrial and commercial points of 
view ; to further the spreading of knowledge and experience in the 
best possible manner, to induce visiting the Exhibition for this purpose, 
and, above all, to design and carry out such measures as shall utilise in 
the best possible way the results yielded by this Exhibition for the 
good of the people of the kingdom. The Committee has accepted Dr. 
Hardt’s offer for them to make use of the available room in the “ Circle 
Oriental,” built by him in the Exhibition grounds, as far as may be for 
their objects, to arrange the requisite offices, &c., and generally to carry 
out the ideas which led Dr. Hardt to erect this building. The Com- 
mittee has adopted the resolution that experts will be sought after and 
engaged, who will receive instructions to thoroughly study and care- 
fully examine certain portions of the Exhibition, such as, for example, 
especially interesting branches of fabrication and the trade in the same, 
new articles of commerce, important products of the soil, products of 
industrial art, &c., and to furnish the Committee with reports thereon. 
These studies will be carried on at the expense of the Committee, who 
will publish the reports in newspapers and generally diffuse the in- 
formation obtained. The Committee will pay especial attention to the 
group of international commerce in the Oriental Department, in order 
to avail of the contents thereof, and use the same as means of further 
development of trade and traffic with the East and Eastern Asia. Inas- 
much as some countries of the East are either not represented, or 
very insufficiently, the Committee are prepared to assist contributors 
financially, to the best of their power, to secure adequate representa- 
tion. The Committee will exert its influence to induce visiting the 
Exhibition for its better understanding, and to facilitate intercourse 
with the East. In pursuance of its design to increase the trade of 
Austria with the Far East, the Committee will, to the best of their 
ability, endeavour to overcome the difficulties which stand in the way 
of the development of intercourse and trade. For the carry4ag out of 
these objects a fund will be raised by the subscriptions of individual 
members of the Committee, which will be applied to the liquidation of 
all expenses incurred in furthering the objects of the Committee.

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MISSIONARY MEETING OF THE ENGLISH PRESBYTERIAN | 


CHURCH. 
The annual meeting of this establishment was held last week in 
_Fxeter Hall. The chair was taken by the Earl of Kintore ; and on the 
latform were most of the English Presbyterian ministers and office- 
hearers in London, as well as ministers of other denominations, amongst 
others the Hon. A. Kinnaird, M.P., Mr. R. A. Macfie, M.P., Mr. J. 
Stronach (Amoy), Baron von Streng, Lieut. Col. Boileau, Brownlow 

North, Esq., and Mr. Hugh M. Matheson. 

The Chairman, who was cordially received, said they could not find 
themselves in the heart of London as members of that Scottish branch 
of the one universal Catholic Church to which they belonged, without 
congratulating themselves that the Lord had been pleased to bless the 
labours of their Church by spreading through that vast kingdom of 
China the saving name of the Lord Jesus Christ. Looking at the re- 
port, it appeared that there were in Amoy twenty native evangeliste, in 
Swatow fourteen, and in Formosa seven native evangelists. The native 
students in Amoy were six, and in Swatow six. This introduced a new 
feature of the work. They desired that the Chinese themselves should 
be their own missionaries, and that the seed once sown should take 
root in their hearts. 

Dr. James L. Maxwell, of Formosa, next addressed the meeting. 
The mission of the Church at Formosa, he said, had in view the evan- 
gelisation of two distinct peoples—those who inhabited the western 
portion of the island, and what he might call the native population, 
and those who inhabited the central or eastern portion. Their mission 
to the Chinese had enjoyed a full share of the blessing which had 
rested on similar labours in Amoy and Swatow. He would confine 
himself to calling attention to these two peoples. Glancing at the re- 
lationship which the native race of Formosa bore to other peoples, he 
said the result of their labours showed that they were working amongst 
a branch of the same people as are found in New Zealand, the Islands 
of Polynesia, and Madagascar. This being the case, the revivals which 
had taken place in these islands were felt as a constant encouragement. 
They all belonged to the same category, for they were pure and simple 

idolatora, and had no system, either philosophical or religious. The 
missionaries on first going to these islands found nothing in the shape 
of education. It was the same in Formosa, where there was neither 
education nor written language. The Formosians were a comparatively 
independent people, and their great distance ‘from the authorities 
rendered them the more accessible. The history of modern 
times showed that some people were more easy to approach 
than others. They had obtained such knowledge of the people 
in Formosa during the last eight years as to lead them to be- 
lieve that the Gospel would spread amongst them, till all the 
people were brought under the influence of the truth. With 
regard to the position to which the Church had attained in Formosa, 
Dr. Maxwell said they had now thirteen stations, some in the south, 
central, and northern portions of the islands. In connection with these 
stations 450 souls had been received into Church-fellowship, and be- 
tween 1,300 and 1,400 heard the Gospel regularly. They had, there- 
fore, in Formosa 2,000 who were open to the teaching of the Gospel. 
They had commenced an educational work, and during the past three 

ears no less than 300 men, women, and young people, who had been 
Trought from a state of perfect ignorance, have been taught to read por- 
tions of the Word of God, and many to write. They had been able, to 
a certain extent, to alter the marriage and funeral customs of the people. 
They had good reasons for believing that the work was an honest and 
sincere work. In Formosa in these days they were repeating what 
took place no less than 250 years ago. Between 1625 and 1660 the 
southern portion of the island was occupied by the Dutch. During 
that time there was a good deal of missionary work carried on. 
He held in his hand a book published 170 years ago, which contained 
astatement of one of those pastors who had one hundred and twenty 
persons under Christian instruction. The question, Dr. Maxwell said, 
arose, what had become of this Christian element which existed in 
the island at that time, for they have not even a tradition of such Chris- 
tian teaching amongst them? And leaving out of the question that 
many believers might have perished with their teachers, and leaving 
out of the question what the conquerors might have done to exclude 
every trace of Christianity at that time, the answer was that they 
had no Bible. (Hear, hear.) The English Presbyterian Church had 
now done their utmost to put the Bible into their hands—(cheers)— 
and he was happy to say there was every prospect of their receiving 
the New Testament this year, so that if the missionaries were driven 
away the Gospel would still remain. (Cheers.) The large attendance 
at that meeting showed the interest in China; but the missionaries 
needed more than their interest—they needed their prayers. The great 
want in Formosa, Swatow, and Amoy was men, and hs to ask them 
to pray for men. For the past twelve months they had been seeking 
for three men, and had not found one. 

The Rev. Dr. Dykes then moved the following resolution :—“ That 
this meeting, recognising with devout gratitude to God the succcess 
which has attended the mission work of the English Presbyterian Church 
in China during the last year, regards such success asa call upon the 
Church to prosecute her operations with increased energy and hopeful- 
ness ; and especially invites all members of the Church to earnest prayer 
for a large number of suitable missionaries.” Glancing at the results of 
the missionary labours, he said they had altogether between fifty and 
sixty stations, partly in the mainland and partly in the island of For- 
mosa, and just about the same number of agents, European and nativa 
There had been 354 adult baptisms during the year. In all sober cal- 


eulation he thought the bulk of these would turn out real conversions, | 
especially -vhen they bore in mind the catechumen test which had been ; 
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framed and carried out for guarding the Church to the utmost. 
proof of the great care bestowed, he might mention three instances— 


viz, that in the fact that out of seventy applicants for baptism two were 
received ; out of fifty, five were received ; anda third, viz. in Formoss, 
out of twenty-three, thirteen were received. So it would be seen tha. | 


candidates were not received en masse, but only after those who were 
in charge had satisfied themselves that the applicant was a sincere con- 
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vert to the faith of the Lord Jesus Christ. Out of the 354 baptisms 
no fewer than 255 took place in the island of Formosa, and this, he 
thought, was due to the special movement referred to by Dr. Maxwell. 
The resolution was hopeful ; it bade them look forward with encourage- 
ment. The agents of this mission were working to found a self-main- 
taining indigenous native church—a church not puffed up and kept 
alive by a continual infusion of foreign influence, but one which would 
stand alone and do its own work. He believed this was the only way 
in which it would be safe to form a mission in a place like China It 
was theirs to introduce the Gospel ; but the hands that must carry it 
reali the length and breadth of China and evangelise it must be native 


The Rev. William MacGregor, of Amoy, gave a graphic description 
of the manners and customs of the Chinese, and their need of the Gos- 
pel. He said that he found the Chinese industrious, and possessing 
many of the qualities to make a noble people, but they were sunk in 
immorality by heathenism. The great discoveries and inventions of 
China had left the country none the better for them. Self, he said, 
had become the great god that is worshipped in China. Their motto 
was, “ Do not unto others as ye would they should do unto you, be- 
cause they will return you evil.” It was not civilisation that China 
needed, for China was civilised when Britain was inhabited by a band 
of savages. Some said trade and the Suez Canal were the best mis- 
sionaries for China, but, said the speaker, “ If these be thy gods, China, 
the day of thy redemption is distant indeed.” The Christian Protestant 
missions in China were now just thirty years old, and at the present 
day there are at least four hundred Christian congregations. This result 
had been obtained in the face of great difficulties. The missionaries had 
to contend with a language the most unmanageable of all the languages 
on the earth. The mission at Amoy was planted twenty years ago. 
When he went to China the mission had been in existence eleven years. 
At Amoy and Swatow the number of congregations was twelve, and 
the number of communicants was 200. Between eight and nine years 
had now elapsed, and the congregations were upwards of fifty, and the 
communicants upwards of 1,500. This was due to the fact that there 
were few silent members among the converts—men who followed their 
occupation as well as never losing an opportunity to speak a word for 
Jesus. Ten years ago one congregation had a membership of one ; but 
it had now grown to four congregations and 100 members. Mr. Mac- 
Gregor detailed the characteristics of the people generally, and spoke at 
length on the native agency. 

The resolution having been put by the Chairman, and unanimously 
carried, the Rev. Dr. Fraser moved the seoond resolution : —“ That 
this meeting regards the missionary spirit as of the essence of true 
Church life, and while not forgetting the just claims to respect and su 
port which the Presbyterian Church may advance on account of her his- 
tory and polity, desires above all that, under the Divine guidance, she 
may be distinguished by her wise conduct and zealous liberal promotion 
of Home and Foreign Missions.” This resolution having been put and 
carried unanimously, Mr. Hugh M. Matheson moved a vote of thanks to 
the vrhans Ear! Kintore briefly replied, and the meeting was brought 
to a close. 


EpucaTIONAL Proaress rn Cutna.— General Eaton, United States 
commissioner of education, is in receipt of a letter from Dr. M. A. 
Martin, President of the University of Peking, in which the writer says 
that two departments have been organised, viz., one of languages and 
one of science. The first includes in its course of instruction English, 
French, German, Russian and Chinese, and the latter mathematica, phy- 
sics, chemistry and medical science. Dr. Martin says of the medical 
science division : “This last chair is nearly established, and involves a 
daring innovation on the prejudices of the people. We regard it as but 
one step towards the formation of a medical department, which shall 
send forth a body of well-trained physicians to supersede the empirics 
who now impose on the credulity of the people.” He says instructions 
will be given next year on international law and political economy. In 
conclusion, he says the university seems to be established on a perma- 
nent basis, and that its prospects for the future are better than at any 
previous time in its brief history. The university was established after 
the model of western institutions of learning, and has met with much 
opposition, especially from the Conservatives, who attribute pestilences, 
earthquakes and other calamities to the fact of its existence. 

A PakLIAMENTARY return has resently been published, showing the 
number of Her Majesty's ships and vessels in commission and in reserve 
on the different stations on the Ist of April and the Ist of October, 
1871 and 1872 respectively, and their total complements of seamen, 
boys, and marines. On the 1st of April, 1871, there were on the China 
station twenty-four vessels in commission, with a total complement of 
2,766 ; on the Ist of October twenty-five vessels with a total complement 
of 3,350. On the Ist of April, 1872, there were 23 vessels, with a total 
complement of 3,216 ; on the Ist of October, twenty-two vessels, with 
atotal complement of 2,843. The number of ships and vessels in reserve 
on the China station was, on the lst of April, 1871, nine ; on the lst of 
October, six.

As the existence of this 
firm dates only from 1869, and they had never acquired any particular 
standing, it would be important for the commercial world to be in- 
formed of the conditions under which they have contrived to become 
debtors to the amount of £300,000. It is possible a satisfactory expla- 
nation may be at hand, but in the absence of particulars the affair 
seems extraordinary. If the sum in question was represented by bills, 
who were the parties that were found willing to discount such paper ? 
Is it held chiefly by a single establishment or by a number, and is the 
kind of trading upon which this paper may be supposed to have been 
based receiving support in London to any general extent? The fact 
that for many months past the shipments of goods to distant markets 
have in a majority of cases been reported to have left a loss, and that 
there have meanwhile been no symptoms of the diminution of mercan- 
tile activity that should have been concurrent with this state of affairs, 
renders it critically necessary to ascertain if banks and discount estab- 
lishments are exercising sufficient vigilance. 

From a circular issued by Messrs. Page and Gwyther, we find 
that the amount of bar silver shipped to Singapore, China, and

The results of the third year’s operations of the Bank may be described as in every respect satisfactory. 
The organisation necessarily peared in order that the programme of facilitating commercial intercourse between Germany and 
foreign countries, and more especially the Transmarine markets, might be carried out, has progressed in efficiency. 
The resources of an enterprise of this nature can only be developed gradually, and as a result of much time and labour. 
Although the Capital of the Bank was in January, 1872 (for reasons stated in the last Report of the Directors), raised to treble its 
original amount —viz., to Th. 10,000,000 for 1872, as against Th. 3,416,667 (the average for 1871)—the proportion of Profits to 


Capital has remained the same. . . 
TRANSMARINE BUSINESS. 

The formation of Agencies and Branches in Hamburg and Eastern Asia, decided upon in December, 1871, has been effected 
during the past year, the increase of Capital having afforded the Directors the n basis for this extension of the Bank's 
operations. 

The Directors are glad to be able to announce that the Branches are all in full activity, although the time occupied in travelling 
and other necessary preparations unavoidably delayed the opening of the Asiatic Branches until the month of May, 1872. 

Believing that they ought not to remain satisfied with the results so far obtained, but that they should follow German commerce 
still further ; in consideration, moreover, of the numerous commercial relations existing between America, Germany, and Asia, the 
Directors thought it to be most desirable that the Deutsche Bank should be represented at New York. 

With this object in view, and with due regard to American legislation and previously existing relations with influential houses 
in New York, the Directors have decided to adopt the form of a “ Société en Commandite,” and to interest the Bank with a 
capital of $500,000 currency in the firm of Messrs. Knoblauch and Lichtenstein, established in New York on the 15th October last. 

While other enterprises (not enjoying equal ee with the Deutsche Bank in the establishment of its numerous branches 
in producing countries) are able by such Agencies to obtam most advantageous results, the Directors consider themselves fully 
justified in anticipating a like success from this experiment. 

The Directors have not lost sight of one great aim of the Company, which has been the firm establishment of a repregentation 
of the Bank in London. After numerous difficulties had been surmounted, it was resolved on 25th November, 1873, to establish an 
Agency in London, and to further increase the Capital to Th. 15,000,000. 

This Agency has been at work since 8th March, 1873, under the name of Deutsche Bank (Berlin), London Agency.
